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Rigdon's DNA linked to murder scene

A special prosecutor 
dropped a bombshell in 
open court on Monday by 
announcing that DNA evi¬ 
dence found at the scene of

William Bobby Rigdon, who is 
charged with murder in the 2012 
shooting death of Wendell "Glea¬ 
son" Pyles in Dunnville, appeared in 
Casey Circuit Court on Monday for a 
pre-trial conference. 


a 2012 murder in Dunnville 
links the accused, Bobby 
Rigdon, to the crime. 

Rigdon was arrested on 
Oct. 9, 2012 and charged 
with murder in the Sept. 26 
shooting death of Wendell 
“Gleason” Pyles at Tarter 
Gate, where Pyles worked 
in maintenance. Police 
believe that Rigdon shot 
Pyles three times while he 
worked at the pallet mill. 

“The DNA now confirms 
that he was at the scene and 


our case is even stronger 
than it was five days ago,” 
said Shawna Virgin-Kinc- 
er, from Attorney General 
Jack Conway’s office in 
Frankfort. 

Kincer made the remarks 
in a pre-trial conference in 
Casey Circuit Court before 
Judge Judy Vance. 

However, public de¬ 
fender Shelby Horn, who’s 
representing Rigdon, chal¬ 
lenged Kincer as to what 
scene she was referring to. 


“I’m not sure what scene 
that indicates, Ms. Kincer. 
I don’t know what scene 
you’re talking about,” 
Horn said. 

“The DNA report we 
sent you, that item number 
five, the cigarette butt that 
was located near the body, 
the DNA comes back as 
a match to Mr. Rigdon’s 
DNA on that cigarette 
butt,” Kincer said.

Taylor Co. 
man dies 
in crash 
on Ky. 49

A Cambpellsville man was 
killed on Friday when he lost 
control of his vehicle a mile 
north of Liberty. 

The accident occurred on 
Nov. 22 at 6:08 p.m. when 
Charles D. Kirtley, 41, of 
Cambpellsville was driving 
a 2007 GMC northbound on 
Ky. 49. 

According to a Kentucky 
State Police press release, 
Kirtley lost control of his ve¬ 
hicle and overturned coming 
to rest in the southbound lane. 

Andrew Richardson, 42, 
of Bradfordsville was travel¬ 
ing south in his 1990 Dodge 
on Ky. 49. When Richardson 
rounded the curve he stmck 
the rooftop area of Kirtley’s 
vehicle. 

Casey County Rescue ex¬ 
tricated Kirtley from his ve¬ 
hicle and he was pronounced 
dead at the scene by the Casey 
County Coroner. 

Richardson was not injured 
and both drivers were wearing 
their seat belts. 

Officers from the Liberty 
Police Department and depu¬ 
ties from the Casey County 
Sheriff’s Office assisted at the 
scene. 

KSP Trooper Kevin Roberts 
is investigating the collision.

Local groups working to help children at Christmas

With the holiday season just 
around the corner there are opportu¬ 
nities to give to local organizations 
to help provide Christmas for the 
children of Casey County. 

Toys for Kids 

The Casey County Community 
Ministries’ Toys for Kids program is 
in full swing and will be accepting 
applications until Nov. 29. 

Casey County Toys for Kids pro¬ 
gram does exactly what the name 
implies — money is collected and 
used to buy gifts for children who 
otherwise may not have a very mer¬ 
ry Christmas. 

“It takes $10,000-$ 11,000 to fund 
the program,” said Jo Wilkinson, co- 
chairman of the Toys for Kids pro¬ 
gram. “Funding is solely from dona¬ 
tions and fundraisers in the county.” 

Money donated to the program 
will go toward children of Casey 
County. So far, 209 families have 
applied, including 449 children. 
Wilkinson estimates that the total 
will be around 500. 

When parents apply for the pro¬ 
gram they provide basic information 
about the child, such as name, gen¬ 
der, and gift ideas. 

“We try and buy items that the 
child wants, but with a limit of $20,”

Parents whose applications were 
accepted will receive a letter in the 
mail the first week of December, stat¬ 
ing that the items can be picked up 
on Dec. 15 at the Central Kentucky 
AG/EXPO Center between 1-5 p.m. 
Children will also have the opportu¬ 
nity to have their picture taken with 
Santa and receive a bag of candy. 

While money is steadily coming 
in, donations are still needed. To do¬ 
nate, contact Karen Atwood at the 
Casey County Bank. Applications 
can be picked up at The Gathering 
Place located at 614 Campbellsville 
Street in Liberty. 

Angel Tree 

The Angel Tree Program, spon¬ 
sored by the Casey County Family 
Resource Centers, gives donors an 
opportunity to choose an “angel” 
from an angel tree inside the Casey 
County Courthouse. 


Teachers and staff refer children to 
the resource center and parents are 
contacted to determine if the family 
requires assistance. 

If the parents give their approval, 
all children in the household will 
be placed on the tree, said Jennifer 
Godbey, family resource center co¬ 
ordinator. 

Each angel is given a number, 
keeping the identity of the child con¬ 
fidential, and only pertinent informa¬ 
tion, such as the child’s gender, age, 
clothing sizes, and a wish or toy that 
the child would like, are included on 
the angel ornament, Godbey said. 

Community members, church 
groups, and individuals can sponsor 
an angel, but the items need to be 
collected and dropped off by Mon¬ 
day, Dec. 16. at the Casey County 
School’s Family Resource Center 
located at 347 Montgomery Street.

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Committee working to build historical museum in Liberty

The Casey County His¬ 
torical Museum Committee 
is one step closer to secur¬ 
ing a structure to house the 
county’s historical artifacts. 
Working closely with the 
Liberty City Council, the 
committee is in the process 
of leasing property located 
behind the Casey County 
Detention Center. 

The museum consists of 
eight board members and 
Tommye Allen is the vice 
president. Allen, a long¬ 
time advocate for the cre¬ 
ation of the museum, said 


the museum is important to 
the county. 

“Casey County is badly 
in need of a museum to 
save our history for future 
generations,” Allen said. 
“The museum will be dedi¬ 
cated to the history of the 
Upper Green River water¬ 
shed area, including the 
city of Liberty and the rest 
of the county.” 

Allen said the county has 
a “long rich history dating 
back before the Revolu¬ 
tionary War” and that she 
is excited that there will be 
a place to deposit histori¬ 
cal items. Such items will 
include artifacts, archival 


items, art work, and other 
historical paraphernalia re¬ 
lating to the county. 

The structure is not en¬ 
closed and only has a roof 
which means the commit¬ 
tee will have to raise funds 
to enclose the building. 
Rough estimations suggest 
that between $50,000 and 
$60,000 will need to be 
raised. 

Donations will go to¬ 
ward pouring a concrete 
floor, siding, dry wall, win¬ 
dows, doors, walls, heating 
and air, and other construc¬ 
tion projects. Allen hopes 
construction will begin in 
early spring. 


Liberty Mayor Steve 
Sweeney said that he and 
the council will discuss 
the lease and any further 
involvement by the city at 
the council meeting in De¬ 
cember. 

“The city council and I 
are in favor of the muse¬ 
um,” Sweeney said. “We’re 
very positive about it and 
there is a possibility that 
Casey County will have a 
museum in a year or year 
and a half.” 

Museum committee 
members have challenged 
each other to raise $1,000. 
Fundraisers, donations, and 
other events will be orga¬ 


nized to raise the remain¬ 
ing funds. 

It has taken the commit¬ 
tee three years to get this 
close to formalizing a deal 
with the city of Liberty, but 
they never gave up. 

“We’ve hung in there. 
We were quiet for a year, 
but sometimes you have 
to wait for good things 
to come. We are ready to 
work really hard to see that 
Casey County gets what it 
deserves,” Allen said. 

While the committee 
was waiting, they secured 
501(c)(3) status making 
the museum a tax-exempt¬ 
ed non-profit organization, 


meaning all donations are 
tax deductible. The com¬ 
mittee has also been work¬ 
ing with the Kentucky Her¬ 
itage Council. 

The other members of 
the committee are presi¬ 
dent Myrtle Russell, ex¬ 
ecutive director Harold 
Williams, treasurer Jewell- 
Lynn, and secretary Deana 
Livengood. 

June Rousey, Paul Pat¬ 
ton, and the late Otis Pat¬ 
ton have also worked very 
hard to find a place for the 
museum, Allen said.

KSP cramming cruisers 
with food 

The Kentucky State Police kicked off 
its fourth annual “Cram the Cruiser” food 
drive on Friday. 

Food collection sites have been estab¬ 
lished at all 16 posts throughout the state 
and at the agency’s headquarters location 
in Frankfort. 

The campaign extends through Dec. 13 
and is designed to collect non-perishable 
food items for needy families. 

KSP spokesman Trooper Paul Blan¬ 
ton said the agency collected more than 
100,000 pounds of food during the 2012 
campaign. 

“We were so pleased with the results, 
hard work and effort from each of our 
posts last year,” Blanton said in a state 
police news release. “It is a wonderful 
opportunity to give back to those in local 
communities who are struggling finan¬ 
cially during the holiday season.” 

Blanton said the food will be dis¬ 
tributed at post level to local shelters, 
churches or other organizations serving 
those in need. Suggested donations in¬ 
clude canned fruit and vegetables, canned 
meat, macaroni and cheese, cereal, peanut 
butter, jelly, canned soups, chili or spa¬ 
ghetti sauce, brownie and cake mixes, 
coffee, water, powdered milk and juices. 
Donations can be dropped off at any KSP 
post.

No 2014 tax increase 

The Kentucky Department of Revenue 
has set the 2014 tax interest rate, which 
remains unchanged from the previous two 
years. 

The interest rate is 4 percent; the rate 
charged by the Department on unpaid 
taxes is 6 percent; and for interest due on 
a refund, the rate is 2 percent, according 
to a state news release. 

Each year the Department of Revenue, 
pursuant to KRS 131.183, is required to 
review the annual tax rate and change or 
keep the same rate. The new interest rate is 
based on the adjusted prime rate charged 
by Kentucky banks during the month of 
October. 

A recent survey of Kentucky banks re¬ 
vealed that the average prime interest rate 
was 4 percent during the month of Octo¬ 
ber. The interest rate is effective Jan. 1. 

Loretta Lynn honored at 
White House 

Long honored in her native John¬ 
son County, Loretta Lynn, hailed as 
the “Queen of Country,” was honored 
on Nov. 20 by the nation’s president, 
according to the Paintsville Herald. 
Lynn was presented with the nation’s 
highest civilian honor, the Presidential 
Medal of Freedom, by President Barack 
Obama. 

“Her first guitar cost $17 and with it, 
this coal miner’s daughter gave voice to 
a generation, singing what no one want¬ 
ed to talk about and saying what no one 
wanted to think about,” Obama said in the 
East Room of the White House during the 
awards ceremony. 

Lynn quickly rose to fame in the ear¬ 
ly 1960s with such chart-topping hits as 
“Don’t Come Home A’ Drinkin’ (With 
Lovin’ on Your Mind),” “You Ain’t Wom¬ 
an Enough,” “Fist City,” and the tune that 
became her signature song, “Coal Miner’s 
Daughter.” 


Newspaper circulation 
manager sentenced 

A former circulation manager at the 
Winchester Sun pleaded guilty to theft 
charges on Thursday after taking approxi¬ 
mately $6,400 from the newspaper, ac¬ 
cording to the Winchester Sun. 

Michelle Holloman, 38, pleaded guilty 
to a single count of theft by unlawful taking 
under $10,000 in an agreement with pros¬ 
ecutors. She will be sentenced to one year, 
if the judge approves the agreement during 
Holloman’s Jan. 16 sentencing hearing. 
According to court documents, Hollo¬ 
man took the funds from the newspaper 
between April 2011 and May 2012, when 
she was terminated. 

Winchester Police said she would ac¬ 
cept cash payments from customers for 
their newspapers. The funds were either 
not turned in, or entries in the newspa¬ 
per’s computer system were deleted. 
Initially, newspaper officials estimated 
that more than $24,000 was taken. 

Assistant Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Heidi Engel said the grand jury only 
indicted Holloman for approximately 
$6,400 where there was probable cause to 
support the charge, she said. 

At the time the thefts occurred, Hol¬ 
loman was on probation for a Fayette 
County case where she took more than 
$41,000 from a previous employer. 
She was sentenced to five years in that 
case, but was released on shock pro¬ 
bation after serving about one month. 
Holloman’s Fayette County conviction 
did not appear in her background check, 
newspaper officials said. 

Holloman was allowed to remain free 
on bond until her sentencing hearing. 

Deer hunter dies 
after killing deer 

An excited phone call turned tragic re¬ 
cently after a man out deer hunting called 
to tell his family about the deer he’d just 
shot, then fell dead of an apparent heart 
attack, the Hancock Clarion reported. 

Eric A. Bartley, 41, was hunting on his 
family’s Hancock County farm when he 
snagged a seven-point deer, then called 
his grandmother in Florida to tell her the 
good news. 

While on the phone with his grand¬ 
mother, Bartley became short of breath, 
his mother, Teresa Bartley, said. 

“He said ‘Mammaw, I think I’m having 
a heart attack. I’m going to call 911,’” his 
mother said.” 

As soon as he said it, he was gone, Te¬ 
resa Bartley said. 

Teresa Bartley, also a Florida resident, 
called a former neighbor in Hawesville 
and asked her to call 911. 

The neighbor, Angie Hall, called the 
emergency number and then took her son, 
Jacob, on a hunt to find Eric Bartley. 

“Eric had been sick with the flu a week 
and a half before gun season started, plus 
he had bronchitis with it and we really 
kind of feel like Eric wasn’t really as well 
as he thought he was,” his mother said. 

Rescuers arrived on scene and began 
the search. They used his cell phone to 
be able to find him, Teresa Bartley said. 
Rescuers found Eric Bartley sitting on the 
ground with his arm around a tree. His 
deer was about a hundred yards away. 

“I really feel that the rescue squad and 
the people involved should get some sort 
of recognition for trying to find my son 
and being very professional about every¬ 
thing,” Teresa Bartley said.

Four Casey County run¬ 
ners attended the Cross 
Country Coaches National 
Youth Championships on 
Saturday in Louisville. 

The Kentucky Hills 
Christian Runners running 
club traveled to the race 
held at Tom Sawyer Park 
where runners competed 
in seven age divisions. The 
weather was brisk but the 
course was fairly flat, giv¬ 
ing the runners the ability 
to perform well. 

Jon Vaughn, Casey 
County High School cross 
country coach, who orga¬ 
nizes the running club, was 
pleased with the results for 
those who attended. 

“I am proud of all of the 
runners and reminded them 
that this is why cross coun¬ 
try runners so tough. We 
started out with high heat 
indexes and ended with bit¬ 


ter cold,” Vaughn said. 

Jenna Vaughn finished 
64th among the 239 11- 
12 year-old-girls compet¬ 
ing in the 3K. Her time of 
11:45.66 was a personal 
best by 47 seconds. 

“The course was fast 
and the field was very 
fast,” Vaughn said. “There 
were runners from about 
20 states or more and they 
were some of the best in 
their states. This is the dis¬ 
tance Jenna had set the girls 
school record in earlier this 
year, so she was happy.” 

Jenna’s improvement in 
the 3K throughout cross 
country season moved her 
from being the 25th ranked 
seventh grade girl in the 
state to fifth place. 

“Noah Brown did good 
and definitely benefited 
from the race. I’m really 
proud of him for a year 
and a half of hard work,” 
Vaughn said about the 
eighth grader who had ex¬ 


perienced breathing com¬ 
plications during the latter 
part of the high school sea¬ 
son. According to Vaughn, 
Brown finished Saturday’s 
race without any issues. 
He ran a time of 14:59.16 
in the 4K for 13-14 year- 
olds. 

Freshman Chase Wil¬ 
liams ran a 19:20.14 in the 
15-16 year-old 5K event. 
Despite posting one of his 
better times, Williams was 
disappointed in not break¬ 
ing the 19-minute mark. 

“I talked to him and he 
is ready to work hard in 
track and prepare him¬ 


self for next season. I re¬ 
minded him that this will 
be his first of four years 
running year around,” said 
Vaughn. 

Zach Hamilton, who 
represented Kentucky 
Hills in the 9-10 age group 
in the 3K event, ran a 
15:14.81. 

“I had no idea that he 
also was running the Tur¬ 
key Trot first,” said 
Vaughn. 

Hamilton ran in the local 
5K early Saturday morn¬ 
ing before heading to Lou¬ 
isville where he finished 
with a time of 28:48. 


“That made him tired, 
but he was able to PR 
by around four seconds,” 
Vaughn said. 

The running club is tak¬ 
ing a week off before get¬ 
ting back into winter train¬ 
ing that will lead into the 


spring track and field sea¬ 
son. 

“I am encouraging all of 
them to not run and recov¬ 
er for a week. Then we will 
get into track and welcome 
back all of the other run¬ 
ners,” Vaughn said.

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Savvy Senior: How divorce can 
affect your Social Security 


Dear Savvy Senior, 

Am I entitled to my for¬ 
mer husband’s Social Secu¬ 
rity benefits? I was married 
for 12 unpleasant years and 
would like to know what I 
may be eligible for. 

Ex-spouse 

Dear Ex-spouse, 

You’ll be happy to know 
that for the most part, So¬ 
cial Security provides di¬ 
vorced spouses benefits 
just like they do spouses, if 
you meet the government’s 
requirements. Here’s how 
it works. 

A divorced spouse can 
collect a Social Security 
retirement benefit on the 
work record of their ex- 
husband (or ex-wife) if 
they are at least age 62, 
were married for at least 10 
years, are unmarried now, 
and are not eligible for a 
higher benefit based on 
their own work record. 

In order to collect, how¬ 
ever, your former spouse 
must also be at least 62 and 
eligible for Social Security 
benefits, and you must have 
been divorced for at least 
two years. But, he doesn’t 
have to be receiving them 
in order for you to collect 
divorced spouse’s benefits. 

Even if your ex is remar¬ 
ried, it won’t affect your 
right to divorcee benefits, 
nor will it affect your ex’s 


retirement benefits or his 
current spouse’s benefits. 

Benefit Amount 

A divorced spouse can 
receive up to 50 percent of 
their ex’s full Social Secu¬ 
rity benefit, or less if they 
take benefits before their 
full-retirement age - which 
is 66 if you were bom be¬ 
tween 1943 and 1954. To 
find out your full-retirement 
age and see how much your 
benefits will be reduced by 
taking them early see ssa. 
gov/retire2/agereduction. 
htm. 

Keep in mind though, 
that if you qualify for ben¬ 
efits based on your own 
work history, you’ll receive 
the larger of the two ben¬ 
efits. You cannot receive 
benefits on both your own 
record, and your ex’s work 
record too. 

To find out your retire¬ 
ment benefits based on 
your own earnings his¬ 
tory, see your Social Secu¬ 
rity statement at ssa.gov/ 
myaccount. And to get an 
estimate of your divorced 
spouse benefit, call Social 
Security at 800-772-1213. 
You’ll need you’re ex’s 
Social Security Number to 
get it. 

Getting Remarried 

Since three-quarters of 


U.S. divorcees get married 
again, it’s also important to 
understand that remarrying 
makes you ineligible for 
divorced spouse’s benefits 
unless the later marriage 
ends. And, for those who 
have been married and di¬ 
vorced twice, with both 
marriages lasting more 
than 10 years, you can col¬ 
lect using the ex-spouse 
with the larger Social Se¬ 
curity benefit. 

Divorced Survivor 

You also need to know 
that if your ex-spouse dies, 
and you were married for 
10 or more years, you be¬ 
come eligible for divorced 
“survivor benefits,” which 
is worth up to 100 percent 
of what your ex-spouse 
was due. 

Survivor’s benefits 
are available to divorced 
spouses as early as age 60 
(50 if you’re disabled). 
But, if you remarry before 
60 you become ineligible 
unless the marriage ends. 

Remarrying after age 60 
will not affect your eligibil¬ 
ity. 

Also note that if you are 
receiving divorced spouses 
benefits when you ex¬ 
spouse dies, you will auto¬ 
matically be switched over 
to the higher paying survi¬ 
vor benefit. 


Switching Strategies 

Being divorced also of¬ 
fers some switching strat¬ 
egies that can help boost 
your benefits. For working 
divorced spouses, there’s 
an option that lets you file 
a “restricted” application 
with Social Security (at full 
retirement age) to collect 
a divorced spousal ben¬ 
efit, which is half of what 
your ex gets. Then, once 
you reach 70, you stop 
receiving the ex-spousal 
benefit and switch to your 
own benefit, which will be 
32 percent higher than it 
would have been at your 
full retirement age. 

Divorced widows (and 
widowers) have even more 
options. If, for example, 
you are currently collect¬ 
ing Social Security retire¬ 
ment benefits on your own 
record, and your ex-spouse 
dies, you can switch to sur¬ 
vivor’s benefits if the pay¬ 
ment is larger. Or, if you’re 
collecting survivor’s bene¬ 
fits, you can switch to your 
own retirement benefits - 
between 62 and 70 - if it 
offers a larger payment.

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Motion to suppress evidence denied in Price case

A motion filed on behalf 
of John R. Price that mari¬ 
juana and drug parapher¬ 
nalia found on his property 
be excluded from evidence 
has been denied. Casey 
County District Court 
Judge Michael Loy issued 
the ruling on Friday. 

At issue was police offi¬ 
cers finding a single mari¬ 
juana plant growing out¬ 
side Price’s home and drug 
paraphernalia inside the 
home during a warrantless 
search on Aug. 27. 

Chief Steven Garrett, 
Deputy Chad Weddle, and 


Deputy Dennis Allen all 
testified in an Oct. 10 hear¬ 
ing that they were doing 
an “open field search” on 
Brookview Drive in Lib¬ 
erty when they found the 
plant. Garrett said that he 
had received a tip that there 
was a “lot of foot traffic” in 
the area behind and around 
Price’s home. 

Officers discovered the 
reportedly well-tended 
marijuana plant growing 
in a black pot along with 
two jugs of what officers 
said Price identified as 
liquid fertilizer and water. 
The items were outside of 
Price’s yard but still on his 
property. Price has not re¬ 


sided at the house for some 
time and said he only went 
there to mow the yard. 

Elmer George, Price’s 
attorney, said that the evi¬ 
dence seized should be 
suppressed based on a 
violation of Price’s Fourth 
Amendment right against 
illegal search and sei¬ 
zure, that officers were on 
Price’s property without a 
search warrant or his per¬ 
mission. 

George also maintained 
that Price was pressured 
or coerced by officers into 
permitting the search when 
they allegedly threatened 
to arrest and jail Price, an 
allegation the officers de¬ 


nied. 

Loy states in the ruling 
that the plant, found dur¬ 
ing the open field search, 
was outside the “curtilage” 
— “ the area around a 
house ‘so intimately tied 
to the home itself that it 
should be placed under the 
home’s umbrella of Fourth 
Amendment Protection.’” 

George said on Monday 
that he will file a motion 
asking that Loy’s ruling be 
set aside based on the defi¬ 
nition of curtilage. 

In addition, he referred 
to the playground in Price’s 
yard as being intimately 
tied to the property. 

“There’s no greater 


sanctified place than a 
playground for his chil¬ 
dren. What’s more sancti¬ 
fied than a playground?” 
George said. 

As for the drug para¬ 
phernalia found inside 
Price’s home, Loy’s ruling 
states that Price was ad¬ 
vised of his Miranda rights 
and “appears” to have con¬ 
sented to the search of the 
house. 

Further, the ruling states 
that because there were 
multiple officers on the 
scene, “discussions of 
search warrants and arrests 
does not rise to the level 
of undue threat or undue 
coercion to invalidate the 


defendant’s consent.” 

Price has claimed that he 
had no knowledge of the 
existence of the plant nor 
of the drug paraphernalia 
found in the house. 

During the Oct. 10 hear¬ 
ing, Price pointed a finger 
at Mandy Price, his ex- 
wife, saying that she was 
behind what he called “a 
set-up.” 

Theodore Lavitt, an at¬ 
torney who represents 
Mandy Price, said the al¬ 
legation of a set-up was a 
“total fabrication.” 

A date for John Price to 
reappear in court had not 
been set as of presstime on 
Tuesday. 


Four die on Kentucky roadways Nov. 18-24 


Villanueva wanted for 
2005 Casey shooting 


Preliminary statistics 
indicate that four people 
died as the result of inju¬ 
ries sustained in four mo¬ 
tor vehicle-related crashes 
on Kentucky’s roadways 
from Monday, Nov. 18 
through Sunday, Nov. 24. 

One single-fatality, mo¬ 
tor vehicle crash occurred 
in each of the following 
counties: Casey, Lawrence, 
Pulaski and Whitley. 

The victim in Lawrence 
County was not wearing a 
seat belt. The crash in Pu¬ 


laski County involved the 
suspected use of alcohol. 

Through Nov. 24, pre¬ 
liminary statistics indicate 
that 571 people have lost 
their lives on Kentucky 
roadways during 2013. 
This is 95 less than re¬ 
ported for this time period 
in 2012. Of the 438 motor 
vehicle fatalities, 220 vic¬ 
tims were not wearing seat 
belts. 

Forty-four of the 71 mo¬ 
torcycle fatalities were not 
wearing helmets. 


The 10 ATV fatalities 
were not wearing helmets. 
Three bicycle riders have 
been killed. 

Forty-eight pedestrians 
have been killed. One fa¬ 
tality involving an animal 
drawn vehicle has been 
reported. 

One person died when 
they jumped from a mov¬ 
ing vehicle. 

A total of 127 fatalities 
have resulted from crashes 
involving the suspected 
use of alcohol. As of Nov. 


24, Kentucky has had 72 
days with zero highway 
fatalities reported during 
2013. 

Citizens can contribute 
to highway safety by re¬ 
porting erratic drivers to 
the Kentucky State Police 
toll-free at 1-800-222- 
5555. 

Callers will remain 
anonymous and should 
give a description of the 
vehicle, location, direction 
of travel and license num¬ 
ber if possible.

charged with murder, ac¬ 
cused of being the shooter. 

Detectives speculate that 
Pyles was murdered for 
wanting to quit the Iron 
Horsemen Motorcycle 
Club and over a debt on a 
motorcycle that Pyles owed 
to Salyers. 

Hagan raised the issue 
before Vance about a mo¬ 
tion he filed asking that 
Rigdon and Salyers not be 
tried together. 

“But judge, just as a 
preliminary matter, I’m 
not certain that they were 
ever joined. They’re un¬ 
der separate indictments, 
different case numbers. I 
guess I wrongly assumed 


that there’s always been a 
joinder order entered but I 
don’t think that’s the case 
now,” Hagan said. 

Hagan bolstered his 
stance that the cases be 
tried separately by cit¬ 
ing precedent law cases 
that dealt with reasons for 
keeping various elements 
of Salyer’s defense apart 
from Rigdon’s defense. 

At issue is various tele¬ 
phone conversations with 
Rigdon and Salyers be¬ 
ing introduced at the same 
time. 

Additionally, Hagan said 
that portions of interviews 
with the two men would 
have to be redacted so as 
to not co-mingle evidence, 


which he said could cause 
a mistrial. 

“Mr. Salyers has a right 
to present his entire defense 
and some of those elements 
of his defense would be in¬ 
compatible with Mr. Rig- 
don’s defense and vice-ver¬ 
sa, things that Mr. Rigdon 
very well might attempt to 
introduce would be con¬ 
stitutional at Mr. Slayers’ 
trial,” Hagan said. 

However, special prose¬ 
cutor Shawna Virgin-Kinc- 
er disagreed, arguing that 
the cases should be tried, 
or joined, together. 

“The rule says basical¬ 
ly they can be joined as a 
single indictment, informa¬ 
tion, or complaint if the of¬ 


fenses could be done under 
the single indictment and 
in this case, they certainly 
could. Joinder is appropri¬ 
ate when the defendants 
are alleged to have par¬ 
ticipated in the same act or 
transaction constituting the 
same offense. We certainly 
have that here. Mr. Rigdon 
is charged with murder and 
Mr. Salyers is charged with 
complicity to commit mur¬ 
der,” Kincer said. 

Vance said that she want¬ 
ed to do some research con¬ 
cerning the two motions 
and will take them under 
submission. 

Salyers is scheduled for a 
pretrial conference on Dec. 
9 and for trial on Jan. 6.

Horn had asked Vance to 
reduce Rigdon’s $1 million 
cash bond that he’s been 
under for more than a year, 
a request which Vance de¬ 
nied. 

Also during the hearing, 
Kincer said that she was 
concerned about an “un¬ 
authorized, unmonitored, 
and unsupervised” meet¬ 
ing between Rigdon and 
his father before Rigdon 
was brought into the court 


room. 

“I have a huge concern 
with that. I think jail secu¬ 
rity, I think the sheriff’s de¬ 
partment has an issue with 
it. It’s a safety concern,” 
Kincer said. 

Rigdon, in a holding cell 
on the second floor of the 
judicial center, was allowed 
to visit with his father, but 
with glass between them. 

Danny Marple, a deputy 
jailer, told Vance that Bob¬ 
by had asked for the visit 


as he waited to be brought 
into the hearing. 

Deputy jailers typically 
lead inmates through an un¬ 
derground tunnel that con¬ 
nects the Casey Detention 
Center to the judicial cen¬ 
ter. They are then locked 
in holding cells located in 
the hallway just outside the 
courtroom. 

Casey County Jailer 
Tommy Miller said that he 
had spoken with Marple, 
whom he called one of his 


best officers. 

“I’m sure knowing the 
deputy he didn’t know it 
wasn’t a good decision 
to let him because it was 
behind glass but I will be 
looking into it and will see 
what needs to be done,” 
Miller said. 

Rigdon is scheduled to 
be back in Casey Circuit 
Court on Dec. 9 for a pre¬ 
trial conference. His trial is 
scheduled to begin on Jan. 
6 .
